Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art made of record in the previous office actions fail to fairly teach or 
disclose applicant's supported chromium catalyst because prior art fails to fairly teach or 
disclose the combination of elements claimed comprising chromium oxide, silica 
containing support comprising silica having a pore volume of about 2.4-3.7 cm 3 /g and a 
surface area of about 410-620 m 2 /g, an organoaluminum compound wherein said 
supported chromium catalyst is activated at about 400-860 degrees C. As evidenced in 
US 4801572, the SD-186 silica support. teaches away from the silica containing support 
of the instant application because the pore diameter is 10-200 microns and silica 
supports in applicant's Table 2 have average pore diameters on the order of 90-210 
angstroms. Furthermore applicants suggest that the high surface area of the instant 
silica supported catalyst provide an unexpectedly high productivity, producing a polymer 
having an advantageously high molecular weight distribution. The working examples in 
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Table 12 provide a showing thereof. Previously cited references from the international 
search report fail to teach or disclose said combination supra because the Grace 955 
silica is not within the claimed pore volume or surface area claimed.
